At the regular council meeting 
held Monday evening, Keith Elder 
was appointed deputy mayor for 
the next three months.

W. Boutland for a retail feed 
license and by A. Pendle for a class 
B restaurant "license were approved. 

A letter from the Provincial De¬ 
partment of Public Works stated 
that title to Block R2 would be 
transferred to the Town when 
definite assurance was given by the 
Dominion Government that an 
armoury or drill hall would be 
erected upon the land. 


A violent storm hit this district 
Sunday last, causing widespread 
hail damage north and west of 
town. The area bordering the cor¬ 
rection line twelve miles north was 
badly hit and crops west of town 
and near Ensign also received 
damage. It is estimated that four 
to five thousand acres were affected 
in varying degrees, with possibly 
one thousand acres of crop being 
totally or almost totally destroyed. 

The storm was accompanied by a 
constantly shifting wind and 
threatening cloud formations, with 
touch lightning and. thunder and 
considerable rain. Except for hail 
damage, crops, throughout the dis¬ 
trict are in exceptionally good 
shape and a better than average 
harvest can be expected. 

The same storm hit the town of 
Champion with great violence, hail¬ 
stones the size of golf balls break¬ 
ing an estimated 500 windows and 
rtoining gardens There was some 
hail damage, but the storm did not 
spread much beyond the town and 
crops generally escaped severe 
damage.

The carnival 
will be under the able direction of 
Floyd Atkinson and the door prizes 
are now on display in local store 
windows.

the B.P.O. Elks, I.O.O.F., Clover 
Leaf Rebekah Lodge and the 
Ladies' Auxiliary to the Canadian 
Legion, 

A public address system carried 
the beautiful and solemn service, 
prepared and delivered by the Rev. 

V. S. Lord, padre of the Vulcan 
Branch of the Canadian Legion, to 
every listener. 

The singing of O Canada and the 
Bidding were followed by the Lord's 
Prayer. Hymns and prayers of 
thanksgiving for victory, for the 
repose of those who gave their all, 
for the comfort of the bereaved, 
anff for those who also served, 
were followed by a short address 
by Mayor W. D. Allan, in which he 
paid honor to the young men of 
the town and district who gave 
their all.

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success in maintaining price ceilings, and in striving 
for equitable distribution, with stiff punishment for 
blaclr marketing. 

In respect to some of the most prized foods, such 
as fresh meat and butter, Alberta is in fine position 
to please the tourist. In fact this province at the 
moment could sell itself to beef hungry visitors on 
one slogan “The home of the T-bone steak.” 

That, of course is dependnt on the quality of cooks 
in Alberta restaurants. If their skill was on a par 
with the products they have to work with, this prov¬ 
ince could quickly rise to enduring fame. 

But before Alberta restaurants start featuring 
EDITOR prime beef from Alberta foothills they had better 
ensure that they have cooks who are artists not mere 
hash slingers. When the idea was suggested to one' 
rancher he raised emphatic objection. “The way 
some of the restaurants serve steak” he says "is a 
libel on the good name of our home-grown beef. No 
eating place should be permitted to put prime Al< 
berta beef on the menu unless the cook has passsd 
all tests to prove his skill.” 

That is true enough too. There are all sorts of 
qualifications required of barbers, beauticians, and 
people who cater to public needs.. But almost any¬ 
one can call himself a cook and get away with it. Yet 
eating is onfe of the main pleasures of life, recurring 
three times a day, and particularly important to 
people on holiday. 

When one hears the emphasis which the tourist 
places on food, and the appreciation expressed for 
an appetizing meal it seems that Alberta could do 
much more than it is doing in building up this par¬ 
ticular line of appeal. Scarcely one centre in Alberta 
but could identify itself in the mind of the traveller 
by playing up some superb home-grown specialty. 
How about “High River fried chicken,” “High River 
cream/’ “High River beef,” or peas or saskatoon pie, 
or any good appetizing <fish that the general public 
might crave. But the artists in the kitchen are the 
Kingpins of the whole setup augmented by a cour-

SPEAKING OF FOOD 


OPEAKING of food, one hears numerous tales of 
^ the awe with which American tourists regard 
the plentiful food supply of Canada. In fact, it is 
suid that they pour across the border in the east, 
mainly for the good food which seems more avail¬ 
able and at much cheaper prices than in U.S.A. 
There seems no question that Canada has managed 
food distribution to better purpose than American 
administrators. Perhaps we are less ridden by black 
markets and undoubtedly the strict price ceilings 
have gone far in halting- exorbitant charges. At any 
rate one of the happiest memories of this country 
that many an American will carry home is the plen¬ 
tiful supply of meat. He is dumbfounded to find that 
he can get T-bone steak at any restaurant, on any 
day except the two meatless days, and that the cost 
of the steak meal is quite reasonable. Probably there 
is os much fresh meat, butter, eggs and so on per 
person in United States, but it obviously does not 
reach the bulk of the people as readily as in this 
country. These tourists, instead of running away 
with the mistaken impression that this is a self-in¬ 
dulgent land with no restrictions and no rationing,

In July, 
1945, the well was drilled ami 
when the water supply was found 
to be ample, plans were made to 
go—forward with the project. The 
original plan 'was to get the pool 
itself constructed and then add 
bath-houses and other facilities as 
funds permitted. Davis and Ripley 
Structural Engineers, iCalgary, 
were engaged to engineer the job- 
and plans were made by the Lions 
Club to raise the necessary funds. 

The appeal was launched in 
August of last year. The original 
objective was $1.1,000 of which 
$10,000 would have to ho raised by 
public subscription. This amount 
would only allow for the concrete 
pool—no dressing rooms, fiiltra- 
tion system, wading pool or walks. 


A fire hose connection has been 
installed at the pool t» give added 
fire protection to the hospital and 
houses in thnt area during the 
summer months.

Interesting Figures and Facts 
On Memorial Swimming Pool 


Filtered, Purified and Heated 
Water; All Facilities for 
Safety and Comfort 


When fully completed the Vul¬ 
can Memorial Swimming Pool will 
be one of the most modern pools in 
Alberta. With a length of 75 feet, 
width of 25 feet and the depth of 
water ranging from 3 feet to 9*/6 
feet, the pool conforms in every 
way to Amateur Athletic Associa¬ 
tion standards. This means that if, 
in future, swimming meets are 
held at Vulcan, any records that 
might be set then can be recogniz¬ 
ed anywhere on the continent. 

One-metre and three-metre div¬ 
ing boards will be installed in the 
near future just as soon as the 
necessary laminated Sitka spruce 
is available. 

The tiny tots were not forgotten 
when plans for the pool were 
drawn up. There is a wading _p£9.l. 

'""HMSyTSDieet? wlffi a depth of 6 to 
18 inches, and a sandpit 18x36 feet 
in size. These are divided from 
the big pool by a wire mesh fence, 
so there is no danger of the kid¬ 
dies wandering into the deep wa¬ 
ter in the main pool. 

The comfort of spectators, too, 
was considered. On top of the fil¬ 
ter house a grandstand has been 
erected that will seat 80 persons, 
and this will undoubtedly be a pop¬ 
ular spot during the summer 
months for non-swimmers and 
those who just like to watch. The 
walks around the pool vary from 
10 to 14 feet in width. 

The pool will conform with the 
most rigid standards of cleanli¬ 
ness and sanitation. The filtering 
equipment is capable of changing 
the water in the pool three times 
a day, and even under sustained 
pumping the well will deliver wa¬ 
ter at the rate of better than 16 
gallons a minute. The most mod¬ 
ern chlorination equipment has 
been installed for purifying the 
water and a boiler has been in¬ 
stalled for heating the water to 
any desired temperature. 

The bath-houses are each fitted 
out with fifty individual lockers 
and are well equipped with show¬ 
ers, lavatories^ etc. There will he 
a swiming instructor and lifeguard 
on duty at all times and the strict¬ 
est precautions will be observed 
for the safety and well-being of 
suimrtiers. 


One Killed And

One young man was killed and 
three were injured in an accident 
occurring west of Nanton Satur¬ 
day evening.
